3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.

The prior rejection over WO '310 in view of EP '257 is withdrawn, substantially for 
the reasons set forth in applicants' arguments filed 12/16/2008. The references of 
record show that when polyethylene films are used for shrink wrapping, such polymers 
are generally made from lower density components and copolymer blends. WO '310 
does not recommend shrink wrapping, and it cannot be conclusively determined that the 
disclosed films would operate successfully in a shrink wrapping process. Given the 
lengthy history of both polyolefin film manufacture and shrink wrapping processes, the 
prior art's lack of suggestion to use applicants' required polymer mixture as a film in a 
process of shrink wrapping appears to indicate that those of ordinary skill in the art 
would not consider such films to be useful in shrink wrapping.
